“Why do you kill policemen and 
take so mtich satisfaction out of 
their deaths?”

“That's why we kill them,” has 
been the invariable reply. ‘The sol- 
diers sent over here by the English 
are not Irish, so we have not the 
same feeling against them. But the 
policemen are of our own blood and 


they have betrayed us to the en-

“How have they betrayed you? 


Many of them have belonged to the 
Royal Irish Constabulary for ycars. 
They jotned the police ferce when 
there Was no active struggie for 
Irish freedom.

The Sinn Fein leaders are all suf- 
ficiently intelligent and worldly to 
know, however, that the ambushing 
and killing of police has been inju- 
rious to their cause, not only in En- 
gland, but in other countries -the 
United States, for example.

The 
morale of the police ts broken, and 
the Irish people have tasted the de- 
lights of ruling themselves. It is 
all more or less under cover, but It 
is supported by so large a percent- 
age of the population that the Gov- 
ernment can do nothing about it 
The police are reduced to going 
about in bands and cannot carry out 
an order without a carbine. They 
can only dash about in motor lor- 
ries honking through the village 
streets between the sullen frowns of 
the people, or, if sufficiently nu- 
merous, maintain themselves in 
armed isolation in the police bar- 
racks where they lived many years 
peacefully. They have become an 
outside force. It is rare that any 
one comes to them either to com- 
plain or to ask for protection, and 
in either case, particularly in the 
West and South of Ireland, they can 
do very little.

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N A BRIGHT, still morning in Oc- 
tober the Doraine sailed from a South 
American pgt and turned her glisten- 
ing nose to the northeast. All told, 
there were some 750 souls on board; 
and there were stores that filled her 
holds from end to end—grain, foodstuffs, metals, 
chemicals, rubber and certain sinister things of 
war. Her passenger list contained the names 
of men who had achieved distinction in world 
affairs—in finance, in business, in diplomacy, in 
war, besides that less subtle pursuit, adventure 
—men from both hemispheres, from all conti- 
nents. It was a cosmopolitan company that 
sailed out to sea that placid day, bound for a 
port 6000 miles away. Her departure, heavy 
laden, from this South American port, was 
properly recorded in the tlten secret annals of 
a great nation; the worki at large, however, 
Was none the wiser... For those were the days 
when sly undersea monsters of German descent 
were prowling about the oceans, taking toll of 
humanity and breeding the curse that was to 
abide with their progenitors forever. 

Down through the estuary and into the spread- 
ing bay slid the big steamer. Abreast the curv- 
ing coast line she drove her way for leagues 
and leagues, and then swept boldly into the vast 
Atlantic desert. 

Four hundred years ago and more, Amerigo 
Vespucci had sailed this unknown southern sea 
in his doughty caravel; he had wallowed and 
rocked for months over a course that the Do- 
raine was asked to cover in the wink of an eye 
by comparison. Up from the south he had come 
in an age when the seas he sailed were no less 
strange than the land he touched from time 
to time: the blue waste of sky and sea as*bdéund- 
less then as now; the west wind drift as sure 
and unfailing; the waves as savage or as mild;, 
the stars by which he laid his course as far away 
and immutable—but he came in 1501 and his 
ship was alone in the trackless ocean. 

The mighty Doraine was not alone; she sailed 
a sea whose every foot was charted, whose every 
depth was sounded. She sailed in an age of 


Titans, while the caravel was a frolicsome 
pigmy, dancing to the music of a thousand 


winds, buffeted today, becalmed tomorrow, but 
always a snail on the face of the waters. Four 
hundred years ago Vespucci and his men were 
lost in the wilderness of waves. Out of touch 
with the whole world were they for months— 
aye, even years—and no man knew whither or 
whence they sailed nor whence they came, for 
those were the days when the seven seas kept 
their secrets better than they keep them now. 

Into the path traversed by the lowly caravel 
steamed the towering Doraine, pointing her 
gleaming nose to the north and east 

She was never seen again. 

Out from the lairs of the great American navy 
sped the swiftest hounds of the ocean. The) 
swept the face of the waters with a thousand 
sleepless eyes; they called with the 
mysterious voice that carries a thousand miles; 
they raked the sea as with a fine-tooth comb: 
they searched the coast of a continent; they

penetrated its rivers, circled its islands, scanned 
its rocks and reefs—and asked a single question 
that had but one reply from every ship that 
sailed the southern sea. 

For months ships of all nations searched for 
the missing steamer. Not so much as the small- 
est piece of wreckage rewarded the ceaseless 
quest. The great vessel, with all its precious 
cargo, had slipped into its niche among the pro- 
foundest mysteries of the sea. Came a day, 
therefore, when the Secretary of the Navy wrote 
down against her name the ugly sentence: “Lost 
with all on board.” 

Maritime courts issued their decrees; legatees 
parceled estates, great and small; insurance 
companies paid in hard cash for the lives that 
were lost, and went blandly about their busi- 
ness; more than one widow reconsidered her 
thoughts of self-denial; and ships again sailed 
the course of Amerigo Vespucci without a 


thought of the Doraine. 

For months the newspapers in many lands 
speculated on the fate of the missing liner. That 
a great ship could disappear from the face of 
the waters in these supreme days of navigation 
without leaving so much as a trace behind was 
inconceivable. At first there were tales of the 
dastardly U-boats; then came the sinister re- 
ports of treachery on board resulting in the ship 
being taken over By German plotters, with the 
prediction that she would emerge from oblivion 
as a Well-armed “raider” cruising in the North 
Atlantic; then the generally accepted theory 


that she had been swiftly, suddenly rent asunder . 


All opinion, 
all theories, all conjectures, however, revolved 
about a single fear—that she was the victim of 
a German plot.

there came a day when 
the German navy, ever

T HISTORIC little Provincetown, Mass., in a studio built from 
an old barn, two of the decorative panels for the new Missouri 
Capitol building at Jefferson City are steadily growing to 
completion. The skillful brush of Richard E.. Miller, St. 
Louis artist who “arrived” years ago, is busy depicting 
some of the historical scenes with which wall spaces in the 
new structure wHl be covered. ad 
“Thomas Benton speaking on the Pacific Railroad project in the St. 

Louis Courthouse in 1855” is the title of one panel, a photograph of which. 
in its present condition is reproduced on this page. 


The commission in general charge of the Capitol decorations has 
been averse to the publication even of preliminary sketches, taking the 
rather reasonable stand that they would prefer to have their results, 
and the success of the various artists, judged from the completed whole 
instead of from fragmentary bits, given out piecemeal. 


Miller's panel, however, has progressed to a point where a photograph 
is extremely interesting, and conveys a fair idea of what the general 
effect of the complete work will be. It is one of two which will be 
painted by Miller, to hang on either side of the chair of the President 
of the Senate. 

The subject of the Benton picture is not one which offers many 
possibilities for romantic composition. But it is evident that, notwith- 
standing the rather pronounced dullness of theme. the picture will be 
one to hold attention and repay study. 

“By combining various accessories, quaint costumes and individual 
types,’ says an Eastern critic who viewed the canvas recently, “he has 
completed a design that is as artistic as it is interestingly historical. 
The numerous figures @re harmoniously grouped, and the whole work 
is beautiful in color and tone.” 


These panels are of heroic size, some nine feet wide by 30 feet high, 
and Miller’s studio had to undergo drastic alterations, such as raising 
a portion of the roof and digging a small cellar, before there was a 
large enough space for working on them. One of the tal! ladders 
necessary is seen in the photo, standing to one side of the canvas, while 
the artist himself can be seen below, sitting op top of a stepladder. 


Provincetown was one of the places which attracted artists, when 
the Great War compelled American students and masters to abandon 
their beloved France and Italy, and carry on their work in domestic 
instead of foreign surroundings. 

Besides its quaint appearance, its age and picturesque location 
Provincetown derives a really foreign atmosphere from the large pro- 
portion of Portuguese fishermen and sailors who live there now. Miller 
was one of the first to choose Provincetown, others settled there later 
and a dozen successful artists could be named who make it their home now 

These include Adolph Blondheim, who received a contract last April 
to paint one of the lunettes in the soldiers’ and sailors’ museum of the 
new Capitol building. His subject will be a battle scene of the Great 
War in which Missouri troops participated. 

Miller had bought a plot of ground with the intention of building 
himself a home and studio. But the war had made materials costly, 
labor scarce and expensive, and it decidedly was not a propitious time 
to build

But one does not live for many years in France. as Miller did, with 
out absorbing some of that people’s ideas of thrift, and their ability 
to use what they have and make it serve the purpose. In his rambles 
about the town he had seen two old barns with possibilities under 
artistic treatment. Buying the barns for a moderate sum, Miller had 
them moved to the property he had bought on Bradford street, which 
overlooks the waters of Cape Cod Bay and has beautiful woodlands 
for a background. 

These old, weather-beaten buildings were joined together and ex 
tensively remodeled, the artist doing much of the work with his own 
hands. The lower portion of the larger barn was converted into a 
big living and dining room. It is furnished partly with old pieces 
bought from the Cape Cod natives, and panly with articles he has 
made himself. 

The former hay lofts have been converted into several gable 
roofed bedrooms, while there are also a kitchen, pantry and bathroom 
Then the outside of the house was painted a soft gray. and the doors 
and shutters of the “corroded blue” which is a favorite with the artist 
in his pictures. The house is now considered ope of the mos attrac 
tive in Provincetown 

Later on another barn was purchased, moved to the Miller plac 
and turned into a studio. The entire north wall of the studio build 
ing was replaced with a skylight for the sake of the famous “nort) 
light.” and the place seemed complete. 

But. with the undertaking of the work for the new Missouri Capitol 
Miller soon found that* more room, vertically, was necessary. Ths 
roof was not high enough to accommodate a canvas even half as high 
as the 30-foot historical panels. 

if the canvas wouldn't fit the studio, then the studio should lt 
made to fit the canvas, decided the artist.

the roof and built up the walls to raise it for a considerable way. Ther

two old barns. a pit. or cellar, beneath the raised part of the roof 
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or two he stood spellbound. Then he heard someone 
running along the deck below.

ISCOVERY of a tomb near Oxford, En- 
gland, which is believed to be that of 
Fair Rosamond, the charmer who en- 
thralled Henry I! of England and great- 
ly disturbed the marital felicity of Elea- 
nor, his Queen, has once more called at- 
tention to the legends that cluster around 
this frail beauty, about whom so few historical facts 
are actually known. 

The tomb was found in a field near the hamlet of 
Gostain, formerly known as Godstow, and is close by 
some ruins which might be those of the chapter house 
of an imposing monastery that stood upon the spot 
when she was buried, almost 750 years ago. That the 
tomb is the resting place of some person buried with 
almost regal honor is certain. But time had wrought 
such changes on the dust within that it cast no light 
upon the occupant. 

Evidences that the tomb dates back to the period of 
the first crusades are found in the cross carved upon 
the massive stone covers to the coffin. which is of 
the design adopted by the Knights Templar in thei 
early expeditions to recover the Holy Sepulcher. The 
main portion of the sarcophagus, hewn from a single 
block of stone, Was shaped with a special niche for the 


head of the corpse, another evidence of the period, 
when the sarcophagi of Egypt were often copied by the 
Templars who had seen mummified remains Mm such 
receptacles, 

Lack of all inscription on the coffin, which is of 
the type in which only royalty or dignitaries of the 
church were buried in those days, may confirm’ the 
belief that it is Fair Rosamond’s tomb, rather than 
make the question problematical.

Dozens of cities In the United States were represent- 
ed by one or more persons on board the Doraine, trav- 
elera of both sexes, who, being denied the privilege of a 
customary dash to Europe for the annual holiday, re- 
solved not to be deprived of their right to wander nor 
the right to return when they felt inclined. Whilom, 
defiant rovers in search of change, they scoffed at 
conditions and went their way, regardiess of the’ peril 
that stalked the seas. In the main they were money 
spending, time dragging charges against the resources 
of a harassed, bewildered Government, claiming pro- 
tection in return for arrogance. 

Far to the south, off the Falkland Islands, at the bot- 
tom of the sea, la the battered bulls of what were 
supposed to be the last of the German fighting ships 
in South Atlantic waters. Report had it, however, 
that several well-armed cruisers had either escaped 
the hurricane of shells from the British warships, or 
had been detached from the squadron before the en- 
sounter took place.
